SEC. 101. TREATMENT OF WHISTLEBLOWER COMPLAINTS 4

IN DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS AFFAIRS. 5

(a) IN GENERAL.—Chapter 7 of title 38, United 6

States Code, is amended by adding at the end the fol-7

lowing new subchapter: 8

‘‘SUBCHAPTER II—WHISTLEBLOWER 9

COMPLAINTS 10

‘‘§ 741. Office of Accountability and Whistleblower 11

Protection 12

‘‘(a) ESTABLISHMENT.—There is established in the 13

Department an office to be known as the Office of Ac-14
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countability and Whistleblower Protection (in this section 1

referred to as the ‘Office’). 2

‘‘(b) HEAD OF OFFICE.—(1) The head of the Office 3

shall be responsible for the functions of the Office and 4

shall be appointed by the President pursuant to section 5

308(a) of this title. 6

‘‘(2) The head of the Office shall be known as the 7

‘Assistant Secretary for Accountability and Whistleblower 8

Protection’. 9

‘‘(3) The Assistant Secretary shall report directly to 10

the Secretary on all matters relating to the Office. 11

‘‘(4) Notwithstanding section 308(b) of this title, the 12

Secretary may only assign to the Assistant Secretary re-13

sponsibilities relating to the functions of the Office set 14

forth in subsection (c). 15

‘‘(c) FUNCTIONS.—(1) The functions of the Office 16

are as follows: 17

‘‘(A) Advising the Secretary on all matters of 18

the Department relating to accountability, including 19

accountability of employees of the Department, re-20

taliation against whistleblowers, and such matters as 21

the Secretary considers similar and affect public 22

trust in the Department. 23
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‘‘(B) Issuing reports and providing rec-1

ommendations related to the duties described in sub-2

paragraph (A). 3

‘‘(C) Receiving whistleblower disclosures. 4

‘‘(D) Referring whistleblower disclosures re-5

ceived under subparagraph (C) for investigation to 6

the Office of the Medical Inspector, the Office of In-7

spector General, or other investigative entity, as ap-8

propriate, if the Assistant Secretary has reason to 9

believe the whistleblower disclosure is evidence of a 10

violation of a provision of law, mismanagement, 11

gross waste of funds, abuse of authority, or a sub-12

stantial and specific danger to public health and 13

safety. 14

‘‘(E) Receiving and referring disclosures from 15

the Special Counsel for investigation to the Medical 16

Inspector of the Department, the Inspector General 17

of the Department, or such other person with inves-18

tigatory authority, as the Assistant Secretary con-19

siders appropriate. 20

‘‘(F) Recording, tracking, reviewing, and con-21

firming implementation of recommendations from 22

audits and investigations carried out by the Inspec-23

tor General of the Department, the Medical Inspec-24

tor of the Department, the Special Counsel, and the 25
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Comptroller General of the United States, including 1

the imposition of disciplinary actions and other cor-2

rective actions contained in such recommendations. 3

‘‘(G) Analyzing data from the Office and the 4

Office of Inspector General telephone hotlines, other 5

whistleblower disclosures, disaggregated by facility 6

and area of health care if appropriate, and relevant 7

audits and investigations to identify trends and issue 8

reports to the Secretary based on analysis conducted 9

under this subparagraph. 10

‘‘(H) Receiving, reviewing, and investigating al-11

legations of misconduct, retaliation, or poor perform-12

ance involving— 13

‘‘(i) an individual in a senior executive po-14

sition (as defined in section 713(d) of this title) 15

in the Department; 16

‘‘(ii) an individual employed in a confiden-17

tial, policy-making, policy-determining, or pol-18

icy-advocating position in the Department; or 19

‘‘(iii) a supervisory employee, if the allega-20

tion involves retaliation against an employee for 21

making a whistleblower disclosure. 22

‘‘(I) Making such recommendations to the Sec-23

retary for disciplinary action as the Assistant Sec-24

retary considers appropriate after substantiating any 25
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allegation of misconduct or poor performance pursu-1

ant to an investigation carried out as described in 2

subparagraph (F) or (H). 3

‘‘(2) In carrying out the functions of the Office, the 4

Assistant Secretary shall ensure that the Office maintains 5

a toll-free telephone number and Internet website to re-6

ceive anonymous whistleblower disclosures. 7

‘‘(3) In any case in which the Assistant Secretary re-8

ceives a whistleblower disclosure from an employee of the 9

Department under paragraph (1)(C), the Assistant Sec-10

retary may not disclose the identity of the employee with-11

out the consent of the employee, except in accordance with 12

the provisions of section 552a of title 5, or as required 13

by any other applicable provision of Federal law. 14

‘‘(d) STAFF AND RESOURCES.—The Secretary shall 15

ensure that the Assistant Secretary has such staff, re-16

sources, and access to information as may be necessary 17

to carry out the functions of the Office. 18

‘‘(e) RELATION TO OFFICE OF GENERAL COUN-19

SEL.—The Office shall not be established as an element 20

of the Office of the General Counsel and the Assistant 21

Secretary may not report to the General Counsel. 22

‘‘(f) REPORTS.—(1)(A) Not later than June 30 of 23

each calendar year, beginning with June 30, 2017, the As-24

sistant Secretary shall submit to the Committee on Vet-25
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erans’ Affairs of the Senate and the Committee on Vet-1

erans’ Affairs of the House of Representatives a report 2

on the activities of the Office during the calendar year 3

in which the report is submitted. 4

‘‘(B) Each report submitted under subparagraph (A) 5

shall include, for the period covered by the report, the fol-6

lowing: 7

‘‘(i) A full and substantive analysis of the ac-8

tivities of the Office, including such statistical infor-9

mation as the Assistant Secretary considers appro-10

priate. 11

‘‘(ii) Identification of any issues reported to the 12

Secretary under subsection (c)(1)(G), including such 13

data as the Assistant Secretary considers relevant to 14

such issues and any trends the Assistant Secretary 15

may have identified with respect to such issues. 16

‘‘(iii) Identification of such concerns as the As-17

sistant Secretary may have regarding the size, staff-18

ing, and resources of the Office and such rec-19

ommendations as the Assistant Secretary may have 20

for legislative or administrative action to address 21

such concerns. 22

‘‘(iv) Such recommendations as the Assistant 23

Secretary may have for legislative or administrative 24

action to improve— 25
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‘‘(I) the process by which concerns are re-1

ported to the Office; and 2

‘‘(II) the protection of whistleblowers with-3

in the Department. 4

‘‘(v) Such other matters as the Assistant Sec-5

retary considers appropriate regarding the functions 6

of the Office or other matters relating to the Office. 7

‘‘(2) If the Secretary receives a recommendation for 8

disciplinary action under subsection (c)(1)(I) and does not 9

take or initiate the recommended disciplinary action before 10

the date that is 60 days after the date on which the Sec-11

retary received the recommendation, the Secretary shall 12

submit to the Committee on Veterans’ Affairs of the Sen-13

ate and the Committee on Veterans’ Affairs of the House 14

of Representatives a detailed justification for not taking 15

or initiating such disciplinary action. 16

‘‘(g) DEFINITIONS.—In this section: 17

‘‘(1) The term ‘supervisory employee’ means an 18

employee of the Department who is a supervisor as 19

defined in section 7103(a) of title 5. 20

‘‘(2) The term ‘whistleblower’ means one who 21

makes a whistleblower disclosure. 22

‘‘(3) The term ‘whistleblower disclosure’ means 23

any disclosure of information by an employee of the 24

Department or individual applying to become an em-25
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ployee of the Department which the employee or in-1

dividual reasonably believes evidences— 2

‘‘(A) a violation of a provision of law; or 3

‘‘(B) gross mismanagement, a gross waste 4

of funds, an abuse of authority, or a substantial 5

and specific danger to public health or safety. 6

‘‘§ 742. Protection of whistleblowers as criteria in 7

evaluation of supervisors 8

‘‘(a) DEVELOPMENT AND USE OF CRITERIA RE-9

QUIRED.—The Secretary, in consultation with the Assist-10

ant Secretary of Accountability and Whistleblower Protec-11

tion, shall develop criteria that— 12

‘‘(1) the Secretary shall use as a critical ele-13

ment in any evaluation of the performance of a su-14

pervisory employee; and 15

‘‘(2) promotes the protection of whistleblowers. 16

‘‘(b) PRINCIPLES FOR PROTECTION OF WHISTLE-17

BLOWERS.—The criteria required by subsection (a) shall 18

include principles for the protection of whistleblowers, 19

such as the degree to which supervisory employees respond 20

constructively when employees of the Department report 21

concerns, take responsible action to resolve such concerns, 22

and foster an environment in which employees of the De-23

partment feel comfortable reporting concerns to super-24

visory employees or to the appropriate authorities. 25
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‘‘(c) SUPERVISORY EMPLOYEE AND WHISTLE-1

BLOWER DEFINED.—In this section, the terms ‘super-2

visory employee’ and ‘whistleblower’ have the meanings 3

given such terms in section 323 of this title. 4

‘‘§ 743. Training regarding whistleblower disclosures 5

‘‘(a) TRAINING.—Not less frequently than once every 6

two years, the Secretary, in coordination with the Whistle-7

blower Protection Ombudsman designated under section 8

3(d)(1)(C) of the Inspector General Act of 1978 (5 U.S.C. 9

App.), shall provide to each employee of the Department 10

training regarding whistleblower disclosures, including— 11

‘‘(1) an explanation of each method established 12

by law in which an employee may file a whistle-13

blower disclosure; 14

‘‘(2) the right of the employee to petition Con-15

gress regarding a whistleblower disclosure in accord-16

ance with section 7211 of title 5; 17

‘‘(3) an explanation that the employee may not 18

be prosecuted or reprised against for disclosing in-19

formation to Congress, the Inspector General, or an-20

other investigatory agency in instances where such 21

disclosure is permitted by law, including under sec-22

tions 5701, 5705, and 7732 of this title, under sec-23

tion 552a of title 5 (commonly referred to as the 24

Privacy Act), under chapter 93 of title 18, and pur-25
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suant to regulations promulgated under section 1

264(c) of the Health Insurance Portability and Ac-2

countability Act of 1996 (Public Law 104–191); 3

‘‘(4) an explanation of the language that is re-4

quired to be included in all nondisclosure policies, 5

forms, and agreements pursuant to section 6

115(a)(1) of the Whistleblower Protection Enhance-7

ment Act of 2012 (5 U.S.C. 2302 note); and 8

‘‘(5) the right of contractors to be protected 9

from reprisal for the disclosure of certain informa-10

tion under section 4705 or 4712 of title 41. 11

‘‘(b) MANNER TRAINING IS PROVIDED.—The Sec-12

retary shall ensure, to the maximum extent practicable, 13

that training provided under subsection (a) is provided in 14

person. 15

‘‘(c) CERTIFICATION.—Not less frequently than once 16

every two years, the Secretary shall provide training on 17

merit system protection in a manner that the Special 18

Counsel certifies as being satisfactory. 19

‘‘(d) PUBLICATION.—The Secretary shall publish on 20

the Internet website of the Department, and display 21

prominently at each facility of the Department, the rights 22

of an employee to make a whistleblower disclosure, includ-23

ing the information described in paragraphs (1) through 24

(5) of subsection (a). 25
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‘‘(e) WHISTLEBLOWER DISCLOSURE DEFINED.—In 1

this section, the term ‘whistleblower disclosure’ has the 2

meaning given such term in section 323 of this title. 3

‘‘§ 744. Congressional testimony by employees: treat-4

ment as official duty 5

‘‘(a) CONGRESSIONAL TESTIMONY.—An employee of 6

the Department is performing official duty during the pe-7

riod with respect to which the employee is testifying in 8

an official capacity in front of either chamber of Congress, 9

a committee of either chamber of Congress, or a joint or 10

select committee of Congress. 11

‘‘(b) TRAVEL EXPENSES.—The Secretary shall pro-12

vide travel expenses, including per diem in lieu of subsist-13

ence, in accordance with applicable provisions under sub-14

chapter I of chapter 57 of title 5, to any employee of the 15

Department of Veterans Affairs performing official duty 16

described under subsection (a).’’. 17

(b) CONFORMING AND CLERICAL AMENDMENTS.— 18

(1) CONFORMING AMENDMENT.—Such chapter 19

is further amended by inserting before section 701 20

the following: 21

(c) REPORT ON METHODS USED TO INVESTIGATE 6

EMPLOYEES OF DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS AFFAIRS.— 7

(1) REPORT REQUIRED.—Not later than 540 8

days after the date of the enactment of this Act, the 9

Assistant Secretary of Veterans Affairs for Account-10

ability and Whistleblower Protection under section 11

741 of title 38, United States Code, as added by 12

subsection (a), shall submit to the Secretary of Vet-13

(c) DUTIES.—The duties of the working group are 17

(2) To coordinate and oversee the implementa-22

tion of policies relating to caregivers of veterans and 23

members of the Armed Forces. 24
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(3) To evaluate the effectiveness of policies re-1

lating to caregivers of veterans and members of the 2

Armed Forces, including programs in each relevant 3

agency, by developing and applying specific goals 4

and performance measures. 5

(4) To develop standards of care for caregiver 6

services and respite care services provided to a care-7

giver, veteran, or member of the Armed Forces by 8

a nonprofit or private sector entity. 9

(5) To ensure the availability of mechanisms for 10

agencies, and entities affiliated with or providing 11

services on behalf of agencies, to enforce the stand-12

ards described in paragraph (4) and conduct over-13

sight on the implementation of such standards. 14

(6) To develop recommendations for legislative 15

or administrative action to enhance the provision of 16

services to caregivers, veterans, and members of the 17

Armed Forces, including eliminating gaps in such 18

services and eliminating disparities in eligibility for 19

such services. 20

(7) To coordinate with State and local agencies 21

and relevant nonprofit organizations on maximizing 22

the use and effectiveness of resources for caregivers 23

of veterans and members of the Armed Forces.

(d) REPORTS.— 25

establish the occurrence of the claimed military sexual 10

trauma.

‘‘(3) In this subsection: 12

‘‘(A) The term ‘covered mental health condi-13

tion’ means post-traumatic stress disorder, anxiety, 14

depression, or other mental health diagnosis de-15

scribed in the current version of the Diagnostic and 16

retary determines to be related to military sexual 19

trauma. 20

‘‘(B) The term ‘military sexual trauma’ means, 21

with respect to a veteran, psychological trauma, 22

which in the judgment of a mental health profes-23

sional, resulted from a physical assault of a sexual 24

nature, battery of a sexual nature, or sexual harass-25
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ment which occurred during active military, naval, 1

or air service.’’. 2

to complete beginning on the date on which the 22

claim is submitted. 23

‘‘(7) A description of the training that the Sec-24

retary provides to employees of the Veterans Bene-25
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fits Administration specifically with respect to cov-1

ered claims, including the frequency, length, and 2

content of such training. 3

‘‘(c) DEFINITIONS.—In this section: 4

‘‘(1) The term ‘covered claims’ means claims 5

for disability compensation submitted to the Sec-6

retary based on a covered mental health condition 7

alleged to have been incurred or aggravated by mili-8

tary sexual trauma. 9

‘‘(2) The term ‘covered mental health condition’ 10

has the meaning given that term in subparagraph 11

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Subtitle F—Opioid Therapy and 1

Pain Management 2

SEC. 261. FINDINGS; SENSE OF CONGRESS. 3

(a) FINDINGS.—Congress makes the following find-4

ings: 5

(1) Many veterans and their families have been 6

affected by the national opioid epidemic caused in 7

part by the prescription of opioid medication to 8

manage pain. 9

(2) Prescription opioid overdose rates for vet-10

erans receiving medical care furnished by the De-11

partment of Veterans Affairs are twice the national 12

average. 13

(3) More than 50 percent of veterans receiving 14

such care are suffering from chronic pain. 15

(4) Almost one in three veterans receiving such 16

care are prescribed opioids to manage pain. 17

(5) Many veterans prescribed opioids for the 18

management of chronic pain are at risk of devel-19

oping a dependency on opioids. 20

(6) Many veterans receive health care from both 21

the Department and community providers but the 22

lack of care coordination among the Department and 23

community providers when veterans receive pur-24

chased care places veterans at risk for poor health 25
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outcomes and results in inefficient use of finite 1

health care resources. 2

(7) Veteran-centric care coordination is associ-3

ated with improved patient outcomes, as Department 4

and non-Department health care teams coordinate 5

and collaborate to provide the best care for veterans. 6

(b) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—It is the sense of Con-7

gress that— 8

(1) veterans suffering from opioid dependency 9

should receive timely access to treatment and social 10

services at Department of Veterans Affairs facilities 11

or through qualified community providers and 12

should have care and services managed and coordi-13

nated by the Department of Veterans Affairs; 14

(2) veterans who are authorized by the Sec-15

retary of Veterans Affairs to receive opioid addiction 16

treatment in the community must not lose the high- 17

quality, safety, care coordination, and other veteran- 18

centric elements that the health care system of the 19

Department of Veterans Affairs provides; and 20

(3) if the Secretary purchases care for veterans 21

from a community provider, such care must be se-22

cured in a cost-effective manner, in a way that com-23

plements the larger health care system of the De-24
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partment by using industry standards for care and 1

costs. 2

SEC. 262. PILOT PROGRAM TO IMPROVE TREATMENT FOR 3

VETERANS SUFFERING FROM OPIOID ADDIC-4

TION AND CHRONIC PAIN. 5

(a) IN GENERAL.—Beginning not later than 120 6

days after the date of the enactment of this Act, the Sec-7

retary of Veterans Affairs shall conduct a pilot program 8

under which the Secretary provides health and social serv-9

ices and coordination of care and case management to cov-10

ered veterans in need of treatment for opioid addiction and 11

chronic pain through facilities of the Department and 12

through qualified non-Department health care providers. 13

community assessment in subsection (a) of 4

this section; 5

(ii) demographic, population, and cen-6

sus data showing the highest rates per 7

capita of opioid addiction in the United 8

States or greater demand in the veteran 9

patient population than capacity in facili-10

ties of the Department for treatment for 11

opioid addiction; and 12

(iii) lack of sufficient Department ca-13

pacity to meet the demand of all patients 14

in need of treatment for opioid addiction. 15

(B) OTHER REQUIREMENTS.—In addition 16

to the requirements in subparagraph (A), not 17

fewer than four of the five selected States shall 18

include— 19

(i) at least one highly rural county, as 20

determined by the Secretary upon consid-21

eration of the most recent decennial census 22

with the highest per capita rate of opioid 23

addiction; 24
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(ii) an urban county as determined by 1

the Secretary upon consideration of the 2

most recent decennial census with the larg-3

est population per capita of opioid addic-4

tion; 5

(iii) a county as determined by the 6

Secretary in a State with one of the high-7

est statistically significant drug and opioid 8

overdose death rate increases from 2013 to 9

2014 according to the Centers for Disease 10

Control and Prevention and a low expendi-11

ture of funding per capita on substance 12

abuse treatment in comparison to other 13

States; and 14

(iv) a county as determined by the 15

Secretary in a State with a high rate per 16

capita of veterans diagnosed with chronic 17

pain and prescribed prescription opioids. 18

(c) PROVISION OF SERVICES THROUGH CON-19

TRACT.—The Secretary may provide health care services 20

to veterans under the pilot program by entering into con-21

tracts with non-Department health care providers which 22

are qualified to provide such services, as determined by 23

the Secretary. 24
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(d) EXCHANGE OF MEDICAL INFORMATION.—In con-1

ducting the pilot program under this section, the Secretary 2

shall develop and use a functional capability to provide for 3

the exchange of appropriate medical information between 4

the Department and any non-Department provider with 5

which the Secretary enters into a contract under sub-6

section (c). 7

(e) REPORT.—Not later than the 30 days after the 8

end of each year in which the pilot program under this 9

section is conducted, the Secretary shall submit to the 10

Committee on Veterans’ Affairs of the Senate and the 11

Committee on Veterans’ Affairs of the House of Rep-12

resentatives a report which includes— 13

(1) the assessment of the Secretary of the pilot 14

program during the preceding year, including its 15

cost, volume, quality, patient satisfaction, benefit to 16

veterans, and such other findings and conclusions 17

with respect to the pilot program as the Secretary 18

considers appropriate; and 19

(2) such recommendations as the Secretary con-20

siders appropriate regarding— 21

(A) the continuation of the pilot program; 22

(B) extension of the pilot program to addi-23

tional Veterans Integrated Service Networks of 24

the Department; and 25
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(C) making the pilot program permanent. 1

(f) COVERED VETERAN.—In this section, the term 2

‘‘covered veteran’’ means a veteran who— 3

(1) is enrolled in the system of patient enroll-4

ment established under section 1705(a) of title 38, 5

United States Code, as of the date of the commence-6

ment of the pilot program under subsection (a)(2); 7

(2) is eligible for health care under section 8

1710(e)(3)(C) of title 38, United States Code; or 9

(3) is determined by the Secretary to be in need 10

of treatment for opioid addiction and chronic pain. 11

(g) TERMINATION.—The authority to carry out a 12

pilot program under this section shall terminate on the 13

date that is three years after the date of the commence-14

ment of the pilot program. 15

SEC. 263. ASSESSMENT OF DEPARTMENT AND NON-DE-16

PARTMENT CAPABILITIES TO TREAT OPIOID 17

DEPENDENCY AND ENSURE ACCESS TO 18

NEEDED HEALTH CARE SERVICES. 19

(a) ASSESSMENT OF DEPARTMENT CAPABILITIES.— 20

The Secretary shall conduct an assessment of the capabili-21

ties of the Department of Veterans Affairs, using such 22

data, including demographic data and patient access data, 23

as the Secretary determines necessary to provide— 24
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(1) health care services related to the treatment 1

puncture, massage, exercise programs, and other 10

such evidence-based and experimental treatments; 11

(3) evidence-based methods for safely reducing 12

the dose and duration of the prescription of opioids 13

for patients; 14

(4) methods by which health care services are 15

coordinated by the Department when care is pro-16

vided by community providers; and 17

(5) the manner by which the Department en-18

sures placement of veterans in need of treatment for 19

opioid dependency in treatment programs within a 20

clinically sufficient time period according to pub-21

lished practice guidelines for the treatment of pa-22

tients with opioid dependency. 23

(b) ASSESSMENT OF NON-DEPARTMENT CAPABILI-24

TIES.—In addition to the assessment required under sub-25
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section (a), the Secretary shall concurrently conduct an 1

assessment of community providers to provide health care, 2

mental health, social services, and alternative chronic pain 3

management treatments necessary for the treatment of 4

veterans diagnosed with an opioid addiction and for the 5

treatment of veterans suffering from chronic pain. 6

(c) COMMUNITY PROVIDERS.—In this section, the 7

term ‘‘community provider’’ means a non-Department of 8

Veterans Affairs health care provider or social services 9

provider determined by the Secretary as capable of pro-10

viding health care services related to the treatment of 11

opioid dependency and abuse, including mental health, 12

opioid agonist treatment, social services, and non-opioid 13

chronic pain management.

(d) REPORT.—At the conclusion of the assessments 15

conducted under this section, and not later than one year 16

after the date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary 17

shall submit to the Committees on Veterans’ Affairs of 18

the Senate and House of Representatives a comprehensive 19

summary of the results of the assessments, including any 20

implementation plans resulting from such assessments, 21

and any recommendations for ways to better enable the 22

Department to provide health care services within the pro-23

grams and facilities of the Department and in coordina-24
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tion with community providers to veterans needing treat-1

ment for pain management and opioid addiction. 2

SEC. 264. INCREASED ACCESS TO NALOXONE AND OTHER 3

TREATMENTS FOR REVERSING OPIOID OVER-4

DOSE. 5

(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary of Veterans Affairs 6

shall require all appropriate health care facilities of the 7

Department of Veterans Affairs, and all Vet Centers and 8

other Department facilities providing mental health and 9

social services to veterans, to have a supply of naloxone 10

or other medication for reversing opioid overdose. 11

(b) TRAINING ON USE OF MEDICATION.—The Sec-12

retary shall ensure that all appropriate employees of the 13

Department who are employed at facilities referred to in 14

subsection (a) receive training on the administration of 15

naloxone or other medication for reversing opioid overdose. 16

SEC. 271. CENTER OF EXCELLENCE IN PREVENTION, DIAG-18

NOSIS, MITIGATION, TREATMENT, AND REHA-19

BILITATION OF HEALTH CONDITIONS RELAT-20

ING TO EXPOSURE TO BURN PITS AND OTHER 21

ENVIRONMENTAL EXPOSURES. 22

(a) ESTABLISHMENT.—The Secretary of Veterans 23

Affairs shall establish within the Department of Veterans 24

Affairs a center of excellence in the prevention, diagnosis, 25
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mitigation, treatment, and rehabilitation of health condi-1

tions relating to exposure to burn pits and other environ-2

mental exposures to carry out the responsibilities specified 3

in subsection (d). Such center shall be established using— 4

(1) the directives, policies, and Comptroller 5

General and Inspector General recommendations in 6

effect as of the date of the enactment of this Act; 7

and 8

(2) guidance issued pursuant to section 313 of 9

the National Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal 10

Year 2013 (Public Law 112–239; 126 Stat. 1692; 11

10 U.S.C. 1074 note). 12

(b) SELECTION OF SITES.—In selecting the site for 13

the center of excellence established under subsection (a), 14

the Secretary of Veterans Affairs shall consider entities 15

that— 16

(1) are equipped with the specialized equipment 17

needed to study, diagnose, and treat health condi-18

tions relating to exposure to burn pits and other en-19

vironmental exposures; 20

(2) have a publication track record of post-de-21

ployment health exposures among veterans who 22

served in the Armed Forces in support of Operation 23

Iraqi Freedom and Operation Enduring Freedom; 24
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(3) have collaborated with a geosciences depart-1

ment that has a medical geology division; 2

(4) have developed animal models and in vitro 3

models of dust immunology and lung injury con-4

sistent with the injuries of members of the Armed 5

Forces who served in support of Operation Iraqi 6

Freedom and Operation Enduring Freedom; and 7

(5) have expertise in allergy and immunology, 8

pulmonary diseases, and industrial and management 9

engineering. 10

(c) COLLABORATION.—The Secretary shall ensure 11

that the center of excellence collaborates, to the maximum 12

extent practicable, with the Secretary of Defense, institu-13

tions of higher education, and other appropriate public 14

and private entities (including international entities) to 15

carry out the responsibilities specified in subsection (d). 16

(d) RESPONSIBILITIES.—The center of excellence 17

shall have the following responsibilities: 18

(1) To provide for the development, testing, and 19

dissemination within the Department of Veterans 20

Affairs of best practices for the treatment of health 21

conditions relating to exposure to burn pits and 22

other environmental exposures. 23

(2) To provide guidance for the health system 24

of the Department of Veterans Affairs and the De-25
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partment of Defense in determining the personnel 1

required to provide quality health care for members 2

of the Armed Forces and veterans with health condi-3

tions relating to exposure to burn pits and other en-4

vironmental exposures. 5

(3) To establish, implement, and oversee a com-6

prehensive program to train health professionals of 7

the Department of Veterans Affairs and the Depart-8

ment of Defense in the treatment of health condi-9

tions relating to exposure to burn pits and other en-10

vironmental exposures. 11

(4) To facilitate advancements in the study of 12

the short-term and long-term effects of exposure to 13

burn pits and other environmental exposures. 14

(5) To disseminate within the military medical 15

treatment facilities of the Department of Veterans 16

Affairs best practices for training health profes-17

sionals with respect to health conditions relating to 18

exposure to burn pits and other environmental expo-19

sures. 20

(6) To conduct basic science and translational 21

research on health conditions relating to exposure to 22

burn pits and other environmental exposures for the 23

purposes of understanding the etiology of such con-24
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ditions and developing preventive interventions and 1

new treatments. 2

(7) To provide medical treatment to all veterans 3

identified as part of the burn pits registry estab-4

lished under section 201 of the Dignified Burial and 5

Other Veterans’ Benefits Improvement Act of 2012 6

(Public Law 112–260; 38 U.S.C. 527 note). 7

(e) USE OF BURN PITS REGISTRY DATA.—In car-8

rying out its responsibilities under subsection (d), the cen-9

ter shall have access to and make use of the data accumu-10

lated by the burn pits registry established under section 11

201 of the Dignified Burial and Other Veterans’ Benefits 12

Improvement Act of 2012 (Public Law 112–260; 38 13

U.S.C. 527 note). 14

(f) DEFINITIONS.—In this section: 15

(1) The term ‘‘burn pit’’ means an area of land 16

located in Afghanistan or Iraq that— 17

(A) is designated by the Secretary of De-18

fense to be used for disposing solid waste by 19

burning in the outdoor air; and 20

(B) does not contain a commercially manu-21

factured incinerator or other equipment specifi-22

cally designed and manufactured for the burn-23

ing of solid waste. 24
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(2) The term ‘‘other environmental exposures’’ 1

means exposure to environmental hazards, including 2

burn pits, dust or sand, hazardous materials, and 3

waste at any site in Afghanistan or Iraq that emits 4

smoke containing pollutants present in the environ-5

ment or smoke from fires or explosions. 6

(g) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—There is 7

authorized to be appropriated to carry out this section 8

$30,000,000 for each of fiscal years 2016 through 2021. 9

12

‘‘(2) The Secretary shall provide to any individual 13

who receives notice under this subsection advice that the 14

individual— 15

‘‘(A) request a copy of the individual’s tran-16

script; and 17

‘‘(B) seek counseling from an appropriate advi-18

sor about transferring any credits earned at the pro-19

gram of education.

SEC. 505. ESTABLISHMENT OF PILOT GRANT PROGRAM 13

FOR HOMELESS VETERANS. 14

grams carried out by the Secretary of Veterans Affairs 16

regarding providing housing to homeless veterans, not 17

later than one year after the date of the enactment of this 18

(1) A veterans service agency. 11

(2) A veterans service organization. 12

(3) Homeless organizations. 13

(4) Any other nongovernmental organization. 14

(d) SELECTION OF GRANT RECIPIENTS.— 15

(1) APPLICATION.—Any eligible entity seeking 16

a grant under subsection (b)(1) shall submit to the 17

Secretary an application therefore in such form and 18

in such manner as the Secretary considers appro-19

priate. 20

(2) SELECTION PRIORITY.— 21

(A) COMMUNITIES WITH GREATEST 22

NEED.—Subject to subparagraph (B), in ac-23

cordance with regulations the Secretary shall 24

prescribe, the Secretary shall give priority in 25
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the awarding of grants under subsection (b)(1) 1

to eligible entities who serve communities that 2

the Secretary determines have the greatest need 3

of homeless services. 4

(B) GEOGRAPHIC DISTRIBUTION.—The 5

Secretary may give priority in the awarding of 6

grants under subsection (b)(1) to achieve a fair 7

distribution, as determined by the Secretary, 8

among homeless veterans in different geo-9

graphical regions. 10

(C) OTHER AGREEMENTS.—In awarding a 11

grant under subsection (b)(1) to an eligible en-12

tity in a location determined pursuant to sub-13

paragraphs (A) and (B), the Secretary shall 14

give preference to eligible entities that are en-15

tered into an agreement with the Secretary 16

under section 2041 of title 38, United States 17

Code. 18

(D) OTHER AUTHORITIES.—Except as pro-19

vided by subparagraph (C), the Secretary shall 20

award a grant under subsection (b)(1) without 21

regard to whether the eligible entity has re-22

ceived any other grant or benefit from the Fed-23

eral Government relating to providing housing 24

to homeless veterans. 25
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(e) USE OF GRANT FUNDS.— 1

(1) PURPOSES.—A grantee may use amounts of 2

a grant awarded to the grantee under subsection 3

(b)(1) to purchase or renovate abandoned homes, in-4

cluding homes that have been foreclosed. 5

(2) MAXIMUM PURCHASE AMOUNT.—Not more 6

than $300,000 of the amount of a grant awarded 7

under subsection (b)(1) may be used for the pur-8

chase of a single home. 9

(3) PAYMENT PROGRAM.— 10

(A) The United States shall not have any 11

ownership interest in a home that is purchased 12

by a grantee using amounts of a grant awarded 13

under subsection (b)(1).

FORCES. 20

(a) PROGRAM AUTHORITY.—The Secretary of De-21

fense may carry out a pilot program to enhance the efforts 22

of the Department of Defense to provide job placement 23

assistance and related employment services directly to 24
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members of the National Guard and Reserves and vet-1

erans of the Armed Forces. 2

(b) ADMINISTRATION.—The pilot program shall be 3

offered to, and administered by, the adjutants general ap-4

pointed under section 314 of title 32, United States Code. 5

(c) COST-SHARING REQUIREMENT.—As a condition 6

on the provision of funds under this section to a State 7

to support the operation of the pilot program in the State, 8

the State must agree to contribute an amount, derived 9

from non-Federal sources, equal to at least 30 percent of 10

the funds provided by the Secretary of Defense to the 11

State under this section. 12

(d) DIRECT EMPLOYMENT PROGRAM MODEL.—The 13

pilot program should follow a job placement program 14

model that focuses on working one-on-one with a member 15

of a reserve component to cost-effectively provide job 16

placement services, including services such as identifying 17

unemployed and underemployed members and veterans, 18

job matching services, resume editing, interview prepara-19

tion, and post-employment follow up. Development of the 20

pilot program should be informed by State direct employ-21

ment programs for members and veterans, such as the 22

programs conducted in California and South Carolina. 23
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(e) EVALUATION.—The Secretary of Defense shall 1

develop outcome measurements to evaluate the success of 2

the pilot program. 3

(B) An assessment of the impact of the 19

pilot program and increased reserve component 20

employment levels on the readiness of members 21

of the reserve components. 22

(C) A comparison of the pilot program to 23

other programs conducted by the Department 24

of Defense and Department of Veterans Affairs 25
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to provide unemployment and underemployment 1

support to members of the reserve components 2

and veterans of the Armed Forces. 3

(D) Any other matters considered appro-4

priate by the Secretary. 5

(g) LIMITATION ON TOTAL FISCAL-YEAR OBLIGA-6

TIONS.—The total amount obligated by the Secretary of 7

Defense to carry out the pilot program for any fiscal year 8

may not exceed $20,000,000. 9

(h) DURATION OF AUTHORITY.—The authority to 10

carry out the pilot program expires on September 30, 11

2018, except that the Secretary may extend the pilot pro-12

gram for not more than two additional fiscal years. 13

SEC. 602. PREFERENCE FOR OFFERORS EMPLOYING VET-14

ERANS. 15

(a) IN GENERAL.—Subchapter II of chapter 81 of 16

title 38, United States Code, is amended by adding after 17

section 8128 the following new section: 18

‘‘§ 8129.

The Secretary shall determine 23

such preference based on the percentage of the full-time 24

employees of the offeror who are veterans. 25
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‘‘(b) ENFORCEMENT PENALTIES FOR MISREPRESEN-1

TATION.—(1) Any offeror that is determined by the Sec-2

retary to have willfully and intentionally misrepresented 3

the veteran status of the employees of the offeror for pur-4

poses of subsection (a) shall be debarred from contracting 5

with the Department for a period of not less than 5 years. 6

‘‘(2) In the case of a debarment under paragraph (1), 7

the Secretary shall commence debarment action against 8

the offeror by not later than 30 days after determining 9

that the offeror willfully and intentionally misrepresented 10

the veteran status of the employees of the offeror as de-11

scribed in paragraph (1) and shall complete debarment ac-12

tions against such offeror by not later than 90 days after 13

such determination. 14

‘‘(3) The debarment of an offeror under paragraph 15

(1) includes the debarment of all principals in the offeror 16

for a period of not less than 5 years.’’. 17

(b) CLERICAL AMENDMENT.—The table of sections 18

at the beginning of such chapter is amended by inserting 19

SEC. 603. VETERANS MANUFACTURING EMPLOYMENT PRO-22

GRAM. 23

(a) ESTABLISHMENT OF PILOT PROGRAM.—To en-24

courage the employment of eligible veterans in manufac-25
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turing, the Secretary of Labor, as part of the Veteran’s 1

Workforce Investment Program, shall carry out a pilot 2

program to be known as the ‘‘Veterans Manufacturing 3

Employment Program’’. Under the pilot program, the Sec-4

retary shall award competitive grants to three States for 5

the establishment and administration of a State program 6

to make grants to manufacturing employers and labor- 7

management organizations that provide covered training, 8

on-job training, apprenticeships, and certification classes 9

to eligible veterans. Such a program shall be known as 10

a ‘‘State Manufacturing Employment Program’’. 11

(b) ELIGIBILITY FOR GRANTS.—To be eligible to re-12

ceive a grant under the pilot program, a State shall submit 13

to the Secretary an application that includes each of the 14

following: 15

(1) A proposal for the expenditure of grant 16

funds to establish and administer a public-private 17

partnership program designed to provide covered 18

training, on-job training, apprenticeships, and cer-19

tification classes to a significant number of eligible 20

veterans and ensure lasting and sustainable employ-21

ment in well-paying jobs in manufacturing. 22

(2) Evidence that the State has— 23

(A) a population of eligible veterans of an 24

appropriate size to carry out the State program; 25
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(B) a robust and diverse manufacturing in-1

dustry; and 2

(C) the ability to carry out the State pro-3

gram described in the proposal under para-4

graph (1). 5

(3) Such other information and assurances as 6

the Secretary may require. 7

(c) USE OF FUNDS.—A State that is the recipient 8

of a grant under this section shall use the grant for the 9

following purposes: 10

(1) Making grants to manufacturing employers 11

and labor-management organizations to reimburse 12

such employers and organizations for the cost of 13

providing covered training, on-job training, appren-14

ticeships, and certification classes to eligible vet-15

erans. 16

(2) Conducting outreach to inform manufac-17

turing employers, labor-management organizations, 18

and veterans, including veterans in rural areas, of 19

their eligibility or potential eligibility for participa-20

tion in the State program. 21

(d) CONDITIONS.—Under the pilot program, each 22

grant to a State shall be subject to the following condi-23

tions: 24
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(1) The State shall repay to the Secretary, on 1

such date as shall be determined by the Secretary, 2

any amount received under the pilot program that is 3

not used for the purposes described in subsection 4

(c). 5

(2) The State shall submit to the Secretary, at 6

such times and containing such information as the 7

Secretary shall require, reports on the use of grant 8

funds. 9

(e) EMPLOYER REQUIREMENTS.—In order to receive 10

a grant made by a State under the pilot program, a manu-11

facturing employer shall— 12

(1) submit to the administrator of the State 13

Manufacturing Employment Program an application 14

that includes— 15

(A) the rate of pay for each eligible vet-16

eran proposed to be trained using grant funds; 17

(B) the average rate of pay for an indi-18

vidual employed by the manufacturing employer 19

in a similar position who is not an eligible vet-20

eran; and 21

(C) such other information and assurances 22

as the administrator may require; and 23
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(2) agree to submit to the administrator, for 1

each quarter, a report containing such information 2

as the Secretary may specify. 3

(f) LIMITATION.—None of the funds made available 4

to a manufacturing employer through a grant under the 5

pilot program may be used to provide training of any kind 6

to a person who is not an eligible veteran. 7

(g) REPORT TO CONGRESS.—Together with the re-8

port required to be submitted annually under section 9

4107(c) of title 38, United States Code, the Secretary 10

shall submit to Congress a report on the pilot program 11

for the year covered by such report. The report on the 12

pilot program shall include a detailed description of activi-13

ties carried out under this section and an evaluation of 14

the program. 15

(h) ADMINISTRATIVE AND REPORTING COSTS.—Of 16

the amounts appropriated pursuant to the authorization 17

of appropriations under subsection (j), 2 percent shall be 18

made available to the Secretary for administrative costs 19

associated with implementing and evaluating the pilot pro-20

gram under this section and for preparing and submitting 21

the report required under subsection (f). The Secretary 22

shall determine the appropriate maximum amount of each 23

grant awarded under this section that may be used by the 24

recipient for administrative and reporting costs. 25
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(i) DEFINITIONS.—For purposes of this section: 1

(1) The term ‘‘covered training, on-job training, 2

apprenticeships, and certification classes’’ means 3

training, on-job training, apprenticeships, and cer-4

tification classes that are— 5

(A) designed to provide the veteran with 6

skills that are particular to manufacturing and 7

not directly transferable to employment in an-8

other industry; and 9

(B) approved as provided in paragraph (1) 10

or (2), as appropriate, of subsection (a) of sec-11

tion 3687 of title 38, United States Code. 12

(2) The term ‘‘eligible veteran’’ means a vet-13

eran, as that term is defined in section 101(3) of 14

title 38, United States Code, who is employed by a 15

manufacturing employer and enrolled or partici-16

pating in a covered training, on-job training, appren-17

ticeship, or certification class. 18

(3) The term ‘‘manufacturing employer’’ means 19

a business concern— 20

(A) that employs individuals in a trade or 21

business in manufacturing; 22

(B) the production facilities of which are 23

located in the United States; and 24
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(C) the primary business of which is classi-1

fied in sector 31, 32, or 33 of the North Amer-2

ican Industrial Classification System. 3

(j) APPROPRIATIONS.—There is authorized to be ap-4

propriated to the Secretary $10,000,000 for each of fiscal 5

years 2016 through 2020, for the purpose of carrying out 6

the pilot program. 7

SEC. 604. MODIFICATION OF TREATMENT UNDER CON-8

TRACTING GOALS AND PREFERENCES OF DE-9

United States Code, is amended— 9

(1) by striking ‘‘No funds’’ and inserting ‘‘(A) 10

No funds’’; 11

lease’’; 13

(3) by striking ‘‘or lease’’; and 14

(4) by adding at the end the following new sub-15

paragraph: 16

‘‘(B) No funds may be appropriated for any fiscal 17

year for any major medical facility lease unless the Com-18

mittees on Veterans’ Affairs of the Senate and House of 19

Representatives adopt resolutions approving the lease.’’.

MENTS. 5

(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary of Veterans Affairs 6

shall carry out a program under which the Secretary shall 7

enter into partnership agreements on a competitive basis 8

with appropriate non-Federal entities for the construction 9

of major construction projects authorized by law. 10

(b) SELECTION OF PROJECTS.—The Secretary shall 11

select major construction projects for completion by non- 12

Federal entities under the program. Each project selected 13

shall be a major medical facility project authorized by law 14

for the construction of a new facility for which— 15

(1) Congress has appropriated any funds; 16

(2) the design and development phase is com-17

plete; and 18

(3) construction has not begun, as of the date 19

of the enactment of this Act. 20

(c) AGREEMENTS.—Each partnership agreement for 21

a construction project under the program shall provide 22

that— 23

(1) the non-Federal entity shall obtain any per-24

mits required pursuant to Federal and State laws 25

before beginning to carry out construction; and 26
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(2) if requested by the non-Federal entity, the 1

Secretary shall provide technical assistance for ob-2

taining any necessary permits for the construction 3

project. 4

(d) APPLICATION.—To be eligible to participate in 5

the program established under subsection (a), a non-Fed-6

eral entity shall submit to the Secretary an application 7

at such time, in such manner, and containing such infor-8

mation as the Secretary may require, including the fol-9

lowing: 10

(1) A description of the project manager of 11

each major construction project for which the Sec-12

retary enters into a partnership agreement under 13

the program. 14

(2) A description of the non-Federal contribu-15

tions to the project and how future funding will be 16

secured. 17

(3) A description of the project management 18

plan that the non-Federal entity will use to ensure 19

concise and consistent communication of all parties 20

involved in the project. 21

(4) A description of metrics to monitor change 22

order process times, with the intent of expediting 23

any change order. 24

(5) Expected costs associated with the project. 25
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(6) A description of construction timelines and 1

milestones association with the project. 2

(7) Such other information as the Secretary 3

may require. 4

(e) MATCHING FUNDS.—The Department of Vet-5

erans Affairs shall provide matching funds under this pro-6

gram. 7

(1) IN GENERAL.—For any fiscal year, the Sec-8

retary shall provide to a non-Federal entity that en-9

ters into a partnership agreement with the Secretary 10

under the program established under subsection (a) 11

matching funds in an amount that does not exceed 12

50 percent of the amount expended by the non-Fed-13

eral entity. 14

(2) RULE OF CONSTRUCTION.—Paragraph (1) 15

shall not be construed as a limitation on the amount 16

that may be expended by a non-Federal entity for a 17

fiscal year for a construction project covered by a 18

partnership agreement under the program. 19

(f) COMPTROLLER GENERAL REPORT.—The Comp-20

troller General of the United States shall submit to Con-21

gress a biennial report on the partnership agreements en-22

tered into under the program. 23

(g) DEADLINE FOR IMPLEMENTATION.—The Sec-24

retary shall begin implementing the program under this 25
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section by not later than 180 days after the date of the 1

enactment of this Act. 2

SEC. 703. PILOT PROGRAM TO ACCEPT MEDICAL FACILI-3

TIES AND RELATED PROPERTY. 4

(a) PILOT PROGRAM.—The Secretary of Veterans Af-5

fairs shall carry out a pilot program under which the Sec-6

retary may accept the donation by a covered person of any 7

of the following properties: 8

(1) Real property that includes a constructed 9

medical facility (including structures and equipment 10

associated therewith). 11

(2) Real property (including structures and 12

equipment associated therewith) to be used as the 13

site of a medical facility constructed by the Sec-14

retary pursuant to chapter 81 of title 38, United 15

States Code. 16

(3) A medical facility constructed by the cov-17

ered person on real property of the Department of 18

Veterans Affairs. 19

(b) LOCATION.—The Secretary shall carry out the 20

pilot program at one location selected in accordance with 21

subsection (c). 22

(c) REQUIREMENTS.—The Secretary shall only ac-23

cept donated property under subsection (a) if the Sec-24
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retary determines that the donation meets the following 1

requirements: 2

(1) With respect to the location of the donated 3

property, either— 4

(A) a major medical facility project has 5

been authorized for such location pursuant to 6

section 8104 of title 38, United States Code, 7

and funds have been appropriated for such 8

project; or 9

(B) a proposed medical facility project at 10

such location is listed on the Major Construc-11

tion Strategic Capital Investment Planning pri-12

ority list of the Department, as submitted in 13

the materials submitted to Congress in support 14

of the budget of the Department for the fiscal 15

year in which the donation will occur. 16

(2) Each medical facility and other structure 17

included in the donation meets the applicable struc-18

tural requirements of the Secretary, including pursu-19

ant to section 8105 of title 38, United States Code. 20

(3) The donation is made without condition or 21

restriction. 22

(4) Except as provided by subsection (e), the 23

donation is made at no cost to the United States. 24
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(d) PROHIBITION ON LEASE-BACK.—The Secretary 1

may not enter into any lease of property donated under 2

subsection (a), including as described in appendix B of 3

Office of Management and Budget Circular A–11. 4

(e) USE OF CERTAIN FUNDS.— 5

(1) PRIOR FUNDS.—With respect to the dona-6

tion of real property under subsection (a) that is re-7

lated to a major medical facility project authorized 8

pursuant to section 8104 of title 38, United States 9

Code, the Secretary may use funds that have been 10

appropriated for such project before the date of the 11

donation for activities required to carry out such do-12

nation. The Secretary may enter into an agreement 13

with the covered person to define the requirements 14

for the use of such funds for such activities. 15

(2) NO AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.— 16

Nothing in this section shall be construed to author-17

ize the appropriation of additional funds to carry out 18

a major medical facility project. 19

(f) APPLICATION.—A covered person who seeks to 20

make a donation under subsection (a) shall submit to the 21

Secretary an application at such time, in such manner, 22

and containing such information as the Secretary may re-23

quire. 24
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(g) INFORMATION.—The Secretary shall ensure that 1

a covered person who seeks to make a donation under sub-2

section (a) is informed of the requirements of subsection 3

(c), including with respect to the locations described in 4

subparagraphs (A) and (B) of paragraph (1) of such sub-5

section. 6

(h) REPORT.—The Secretary shall submit to the 7

Committees on Veterans Affairs’ of the House of Rep-8

resentatives and the Senate a report on the pilot program, 9

including a description of the donations made under the 10

pilot program and whether such pilot program should be 11

expanded. 12

(i) COVERED PERSON DEFINED.—In this section, the 13

term ‘‘covered person’’ means any person or entity that 14

is not an element of the Federal Government, including 15

a State or local government, a nonprofit organization ex-16

empt from taxation under section 501(c)(3) of the Inter-17

nal Revenue Code of 1986, or a private corporation. 18

(j) RULE OF CONSTRUCTION.—Nothing in this sec-19

tion shall be construed to limit the application of title VII 20

of the Civil Rights Act of 1964 (42 U.S.C. 2000e et seq.), 21

subchapter IV of chapter 31 of title 40, United States 22

Code (commonly referred to as the ‘‘Davis-Bacon Act’’), 23

or laws relating to the environment or historic preserva-24

tion. 25
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SEC. 704. AUTHORITY TO ENTER INTO CERTAIN LEASES AT 1

THE DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS AFFAIRS 2

WEST LOS ANGELES CAMPUS. 3

(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary of Veterans Affairs 4

may carry out leases described in subsection (b) at the 5

Department of Veterans Affairs West Los Angeles Cam-6

pus in Los Angeles, California (hereinafter in this section 7

referred to as the ‘‘Campus’’). 8

(b) LEASES DESCRIBED.—Leases described in this 9

subsection are the following: 10

(1) Any enhanced-use lease of real property 11

under subchapter V of chapter 81 of title 38, United 12

States Code, for purposes of providing supportive 13

housing, as that term is defined in section 8161(3) 14

of such title, that principally benefit veterans and 15

their families. 16

(2) Any lease of real property for a term not to 17

exceed 50 years to a third party to provide services 18

that principally benefit veterans and their families 19

and that are limited to one or more of the following 20

purposes: 21

(A) The promotion of health and wellness, 22

including nutrition and spiritual wellness. 23

(B) Education. 24

(C) Vocational training, skills building, or 25

other training related to employment. 26
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(D) Peer activities, socialization, or phys-1

ical recreation. 2

(E) Assistance with legal issues and Fed-3

eral benefits. 4

(F) Volunteerism. 5

(G) Family support services, including 6

child care. 7

(H) Transportation. 8

(I) Services in support of one or more of 9

the purposes specified in subparagraphs (A) 10

through (H). 11

(3) A lease of real property for a term not to 12

exceed 10 years to The Regents of the University of 13

California, a corporation organized under the laws of 14

the State of California, on behalf of its University of 15

California, Los Angeles (UCLA) campus (herein-16

after in this section referred to as ‘‘The Regents’’), 17

if— 18

(A) the lease is consistent with the master 19

plan described in subsection (g); 20

(B) the provision of services to veterans is 21

the predominant focus of the activities of The 22

Regents at the Campus during the term of the 23

lease; 24
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(C) The Regents expressly agrees to pro-1

vide, during the term of the lease and to an ex-2

tent and in a manner that the Secretary con-3

siders appropriate, additional services and sup-4

port (for which The Regents is either not com-5

pensated by the Secretary or is compensated 6

through an existing medical affiliation agree-7

ment) that— 8

(i) principally benefit veterans and 9

their families, including veterans that are 10

severely disabled, women, aging, or home-11

less; and 12

(ii) may consist of activities relating 13

to the medical, clinical, therapeutic, die-14

tary, rehabilitative, legal, mental, spiritual, 15

physical, recreational, research, and coun-16

seling needs of veterans and their families 17

or any of the purposes specified in any of 18

subparagraphs (A) through (I) of para-19

graph (1); and 20

(D) The Regents maintains records docu-21

menting the value of the additional services and 22

support that The Regents provides pursuant to 23

subparagraph (C) for the duration of the lease 24
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and makes such records available to the Sec-1

retary. 2

(c) LIMITATION ON LAND-SHARING AGREEMENTS.— 3

The Secretary may not carry out any land-sharing agree-4

ment pursuant to section 8153 of title 38, United States 5

Code, at the Campus unless such agreement— 6

(1) provides additional health-care resources to 7

the Campus; and 8

(2) benefits veterans and their families other 9

than from the generation of revenue for the Depart-10

ment of Veterans Affairs. 11

(d) REVENUES FROM LEASES AT THE CAMPUS.— 12

Any funds received by the Secretary under a lease de-13

scribed in subsection (b) shall be credited to the applicable 14

Department medical facilities account and shall be avail-15

able, without fiscal year limitation and without further ap-16

propriation, exclusively for the renovation and mainte-17

nance of the land and facilities at the Campus. 18

(e) EASEMENTS.— 19

(1) IN GENERAL.—Notwithstanding any other 20

provision of law (other than Federal laws relating to 21

environmental and historic preservation), pursuant 22

to section 8124 of title 38, United States Code, the 23

Secretary may grant easements or rights-of-way on, 24

above, or under lands at the Campus to— 25
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(A) any local or regional public transpor-1

tation authority to access, construct, use, oper-2

ate, maintain, repair, or reconstruct public 3

mass transit facilities, including, fixed guideway 4

facilities and transportation centers; and 5

(B) the State of California, county of Los 6

Angeles, city of Los Angeles, or any agency or 7

political subdivision thereof, or any public util-8

ity company (including any company providing 9

electricity, gas, water, sewage, or telecommuni-10

cation services to the public) for the purpose of 11

providing such public utilities. 12

(2) IMPROVEMENTS.—Any improvements pro-13

posed pursuant to an easement or right-of-way au-14

thorized under paragraph (1) shall be subject to 15

such terms and conditions as the Secretary considers 16

appropriate. 17

(3) TERMINATION.—Any easement or right-of- 18

way authorized under paragraph (1) shall be termi-19

nated upon the abandonment or nonuse of the ease-20

ment or right-of-way and all right, title, and interest 21

in the land covered by the easement or right-of-way 22

shall revert to the United States. 23

(f) PROHIBITION ON SALE OF PROPERTY.—Notwith-24

standing section 8164 of title 38, United States Code, the 25
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Secretary may not sell or otherwise convey to a third party 1

fee simple title to any real property or improvements to 2

real property made at the Campus. 3

(g) CONSISTENCY WITH MASTER PLAN.—The Sec-4

retary shall ensure that each lease carried out under this 5

section is consistent with the draft master plan approved 6

by the Secretary on January 28, 2016, or successor mas-7

ter plans. 8

(h) COMPLIANCE WITH CERTAIN LAWS.— 9

(1) LAWS RELATING TO LEASES AND LAND 10

USE.—If the Inspector General of the Department of 11

Veterans Affairs determines, as part of an audit re-12

port or evaluation conducted by the Inspector Gen-13

eral, that the Department is not in compliance with 14

all Federal laws relating to leases and land use at 15

the Campus, or that significant mismanagement has 16

occurred with respect to leases or land use at the 17

Campus, the Secretary may not enter into any lease 18

or land-sharing agreement at the Campus, or renew 19

any such lease or land-sharing agreement that is not 20

in compliance with such laws, until the Secretary 21

certifies to the Committee on Veterans’ Affairs of 22

the Senate, the Committee on Veterans’ Affairs of 23

the House of Representatives, and each Member of 24

the Senate and the House of Representatives who 25
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represents the area in which the Campus is located 1

that all recommendations included in the audit re-2

port or evaluation have been implemented. 3

(2) COMPLIANCE OF PARTICULAR LEASES.— 4

Except as otherwise expressly provided by this sec-5

tion, no lease may be entered into or renewed under 6

this section unless the lease complies with chapter 7

33 of title 41, United States Code, and all Federal 8

laws relating to environmental and historic preserva-9

tion. 10

(i) COMMUNITY VETERANS ENGAGEMENT BOARD.— 11

(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 180 days 12

after the date of the enactment of this Act, the Sec-13

retary shall establish a Community Veterans En-14

gagement Board (in this subsection referred to as 15

the ‘‘Board’’) for the Campus to coordinate locally 16

with the Department of Veterans Affairs to— 17

(A) identify the goals of the community; 18

and 19

(B) provide advice and recommendations 20

to the Secretary to improve services and out-21

comes for veterans, members of the Armed 22

Forces, and the families of such veterans and 23

members. 24
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(2) MEMBERS.—The Board shall be comprised 1

of a number of members that the Secretary deter-2

mines appropriate, of which not less than 50 percent 3

shall be veterans. The nonveteran members shall be 4

family members of veterans, veteran advocates, serv-5

ice providers, or stakeholders. 6

(3) COMMUNITY INPUT.—In carrying out sub-7

paragraphs (A) and (B) of paragraph (1), the Board 8

shall— 9

(A) provide the community opportunities to 10

collaborate and communicate with the Board, 11

including by conducting public forums on the 12

Campus; and 13

(B) focus on local issues regarding the De-14

partment that are identified by the community, 15

including with respect to health care, benefits, 16

and memorial services at the Campus. 17

(j) NOTIFICATION AND REPORTS.— 18

(1) CONGRESSIONAL NOTIFICATION.—With re-19

spect to each lease or land-sharing agreement in-20

tended to be entered into or renewed at the Campus, 21

the Secretary shall notify the Committee on Vet-22

erans’ Affairs of the Senate, the Committee on Vet-23

erans’ Affairs of the House of Representatives, and 24

each Member of the Senate and the House of Rep-25
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resentatives who represents the area in which the 1

Campus is located of the intent of the Secretary to 2

enter into or renew the lease or land-sharing agree-3

ment not later than 45 days before entering into or 4

renewing the lease or land-sharing agreement. 5

(2) ANNUAL REPORT.—Not later than one year 6

after the date of the enactment of this Act, and not 7

less frequently than annually thereafter, the Sec-8

retary shall submit to the Committee on Veterans’ 9

Affairs of the Senate, the Committee on Veterans’ 10

Affairs of the House of Representatives, and each 11

Member of the Senate and the House of Representa-12

tives who represents the area in which the Campus 13

is located an annual report evaluating all leases and 14

land-sharing agreements carried out at the Campus, 15

including— 16

(A) an evaluation of the management of 17

the revenue generated by the leases; and 18

(B) the records described in subsection 19

(b)(3)(D). 20

(3) INSPECTOR GENERAL REPORT.— 21

(A) IN GENERAL.—Not later than each of 22

two years and five years after the date of the 23

enactment of this Act, and as determined nec-24

essary by the Inspector General of the Depart-25
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ment of Veterans Affairs thereafter, the Inspec-1

tor General shall submit to the Committee on 2

Veterans’ Affairs of the Senate, the Committee 3

on Veterans’ Affairs of the House of Represent-4

atives, and each Member of the Senate and the 5

House of Representatives who represents the 6

area in which the Campus is located a report on 7

all leases carried out at the Campus and the 8

management by the Department of the use of 9

land at the Campus, including an assessment of 10

the efforts of the Department to implement the 11

master plan described in subsection (g) with re-12

spect to the Campus. 13

(B) CONSIDERATION OF ANNUAL RE-14

PORT.—In preparing each report required by 15

subparagraph (A), the Inspector General shall 16

take into account the most recent report sub-17

mitted to Congress by the Secretary under 18

paragraph (2). 19

(k) RULE OF CONSTRUCTION.—Nothing in this sec-20

tion shall be construed as a limitation on the authority 21

of the Secretary to enter into other agreements regarding 22

the Campus that are authorized by law and not incon-23

sistent with this section. 24
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(l) PRINCIPALLY BENEFIT VETERANS AND THEIR 1

FAMILIES DEFINED.—In this section the term ‘‘prin-2

cipally benefit veterans and their families’’, with respect 3

to services provided by a person or entity under a lease 4

of property or land-sharing agreement— 5

(1) means services— 6

(A) provided exclusively to veterans and 7

their families; or 8

(B) that are designed for the particular 9

needs of veterans and their families, as opposed 10

to the general public, and any benefit of those 11

services to the general public is ancillary to the 12

intended benefit to veterans and their families; 13

and 14

(2) excludes services in which the only benefit 15

to veterans and their families is the generation of 16

revenue for the Department of Veterans Affairs. 17

(m) CONFORMING AMENDMENTS.— 18

(a) VETERAN STATUS.— 19

(1) IN GENERAL.—Chapter 1 of title 38, United 20

States Code, is amended by inserting after section 21

107 the following new section: 22
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‘‘§ 107A. Honoring as veterans certain persons who 1

performed service in the reserve compo-2

nents 3

‘‘Any person who is entitled under chapter 1223 of 4

title 10 to retired pay for nonregular service or, but for 5

age, would be entitled under such chapter to retired pay 6

for nonregular service shall be honored as a veteran but 7

shall not be entitled to any benefit by reason of this sec-8

tion.’’. 9

(2) CLERICAL AMENDMENT.—The table of sec-10

tions at the beginning of such chapter is amended 11

by inserting after the item relating to section 107 12

the following new item: 13

‘‘107A. Honoring as veterans certain persons who performed service in the re-

serve components.’’. 

(b) CLARIFICATION REGARDING BENEFITS.—No 14

person may receive any benefit under the laws adminis-15

tered by the Secretary of Veterans Affairs solely by reason 16

of section 107A of title 38, United States Code, as added 17

by subsection (a). 18

SEC. 802. RETURN OF NONCITIZEN VETERANS REMOVED 19

FROM THE UNITED STATES; STATUS FOR 20

NONCITIZEN VETERANS IN THE UNITED 21

STATES. 22

(a) IN GENERAL.— 23
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(1) DUTIES OF SECRETARY.—Not later than 1

180 days after the date of the enactment of this Act, 2

the Secretary shall— 3

(A) establish a program and application 4

procedure to permit— 5

(i) deported veterans who meet the re-6

quirements of subsection (b) to enter the 7

United States as a noncitizen lawfully ad-8

mitted for permanent residence; and 9

(ii) noncitizen veterans in the United 10

States who meet the requirements of sub-11

section (b) to adjust status to that of a 12

noncitizen lawfully admitted for permanent 13

residence; and 14

(B) cancel the removal of noncitizen vet-15

erans ordered removed who meet the require-16

ments of subsection (b) and allow them to ad-17

just status to that of a noncitizen lawfully ad-18

mitted for permanent residence. 19

(2) NO NUMERICAL LIMITATIONS.—Nothing in 20

this section or in any other law shall be construed 21

to apply a numerical limitation on the number of 22

veterans who may be eligible to receive benefits 23

under paragraph (1). 24

(b) ELIGIBILITY.— 25
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(1) IN GENERAL.—Notwithstanding any other 1

provision of law, including sections 212 and 237 of 2

the Immigration and Nationality Act (8 U.S.C. 3

1182; 1227), a veteran shall be eligible for the pro-4

gram established under subsection (a)(1)(A), or can-5

cellation of removal under subsection (a)(1)(B), if 6

the Secretary determines that the veteran— 7

(A) was not ordered removed, or removed, 8

from the United States due to a criminal con-9

viction for— 10

(i) a crime of violence; or 11

(ii) a crime that endangers the na-12

tional security of the United States for 13

which the noncitizen has served a term of 14

imprisonment of at least 5 years; and 15

(B) is not inadmissible to, or deportable 16

from, the United States due to such a convic-17

tion. 18

(2) WAIVER.—The Secretary may waive para-19

graph (1) for humanitarian purposes, to assure fam-20

ily unity, due to exceptional service in the United 21

States Armed Forces, or if such waiver otherwise is 22

in the public interest. 23

(c) PROTECTING VETERANS AND SERVICE MEMBERS 24

FROM REMOVAL.—Notwithstanding any other provision 25
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of law, including section 237 of the Immigration and Na-1

tionality Act (8 U.S.C. 1227), a noncitizen who is a vet-2

eran or service member shall not be removed from the 3

United States unless the noncitizen has a criminal convic-4

tion for a crime of violence. 5

(d) NATURALIZATION THROUGH SERVICE IN THE 6

ARMED FORCES OF THE UNITED STATES.—Notwith-7

standing any other provision of law, a noncitizen who has 8

obtained the status of a noncitizen lawfully admitted for 9

permanent residence pursuant to subsection (b) shall be 10

eligible for naturalization through service in the Armed 11

Forces of the United States under sections 328 and 329 12

of the Immigration and Nationality Act (8 U.S.C. 1439; 13

1440), except that— 14

(1) the ground or grounds on which the noncit-15

izen was ordered removed, or removed, from the 16

United States, or was rendered inadmissible to, or 17

deportable from, the United States, shall be dis-18

regarded when determining whether the noncitizen is 19

a person of good moral character; and 20

(2) any period of absence from the United 21

States due to the noncitizen having been removed, or 22

being inadmissible, shall be disregarded when deter-23

mining if the noncitizen satisfies any requirement re-24

lating to continuous residence or physical presence. 25
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(e) ACCESS TO MILITARY BENEFITS.—A noncitizen 1

who has obtained the status of a noncitizen lawfully admit-2

ted for permanent residence pursuant to subsection (b) 3

shall be eligible for all military and veterans benefits for 4

which the noncitizen would have been eligible if the noncit-5

izen had never been ordered removed, been removed, or 6

voluntarily departed, from the United States. 7

(f) IMPLEMENTATION.— 8

(1) IDENTIFICATION.—The Secretary of Home-9

land Security shall identify cases involving service 10

members and veterans at risk of removal from the 11

United States by— 12

(A) inquiring of every noncitizen processed 13

prior to initiating removal proceedings whether 14

the noncitizen is serving, or has served, as a 15

member of a regular or reserve component of 16

the Armed Forces of the United States on ac-17

tive duty or as a member of a reserve compo-18

nent of the Armed Forces in an active status; 19

(B) requiring personnel to seek supervisory 20

approval prior to initiating removal proceedings 21

against a service member or veteran; and 22

(C) keeping records of service members 23

and veterans who have had removal proceedings 24

(2) RECORD ANNOTATION.—When the Sec-3

retary has identified a case under paragraph (1), the 4

Secretary shall annotate all immigration and natu-5

ralization records of the Department of Homeland 6

Security relating to the noncitizen involved so as to 7

reflect that identification and afford an opportunity 8

to track the outcomes for the noncitizen. Such anno-9

tation shall include— 10

(A) the individual’s branch of military 11

service; 12

(B) whether or not the individual is serv-13

ing, or has served, during a period of military 14

hostilities described in section 329 of the Immi-15

gration and Nationality Act (8 U.S.C. 1440); 16

(C) the individual’s immigration status at 17

the time of enlistment; 18

(D) whether the individual is serving hon-19

orably or was separated under honorable condi-20

(E) the basis for which removal was 22

sought; and, if the basis for removal was a 23

criminal conviction, the crime or crimes for 24

which conviction was obtained. 25
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(g) REGULATIONS.—Not later than 90 days after the 1

date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary shall pro-2

mulgate regulations to implement this section. 3

(h) DEFINITIONS.—In this section: 4

(1) The term ‘‘crime of violence’’ means an of-5

fense defined in section 16 of title 18, United States 6

Code, excluding a purely political offense, for which 7

the noncitizen has served a term of imprisonment of 8

at least 5 years. 9

(2) The term ‘‘deported veteran’’ means a vet-10

eran who is a noncitizen and who— 11

(A) was removed from the United States; 12

or 13

(B) is abroad and is inadmissible under 14

section 212(a) of the Immigration and Nation-15

ality Act (8 U.S.C. 1182(a)). 16

(3) The term ‘‘noncitizen’’ means an individual 17

who is not a national of the United States (as de-18

fined in section 101(a)(22) of the Immigration and 19

Nationality Act (8 U.S.C. 1101(a)(22))). 20

(4) The term ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Secretary 21

of Homeland Security. 22

(5) The term ‘‘service member’’ means an indi-23

vidual who is serving as a member of a regular or 24

reserve component of the Armed Forces of the 25
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United States on active duty or as a member of a 1

reserve component of the Armed Forces in an active 2

status. 3

(6) The term ‘‘veteran’’ has the meaning given 4

such term under section 101(2) of title 38, United 5

States Code. 6

SEC. 803. REVIEW OF DISCHARGE CHARACTERIZATION. 7

(a) IN GENERAL.—In accordance with this section, 8

the appropriate discharge boards— 9

(1) shall review the discharge characterization 10

of covered members at the request of the covered 11

member; and 12

(2) if such characterization is any characteriza-13

tion except honorable, may change such character-14

ization to honorable. 15

(b) CRITERIA.—In changing the discharge character-16

ization of a covered member to honorable under subsection 17

(a)(2), the Secretary of Defense shall ensure that such 18

changes are carried out consistently and uniformly across 19

the military departments using the following criteria: 20

(1) The original discharge must be based on 21

Don’t Ask Don’t Tell (in this Act referred to as 22

‘‘DADT’’) or a similar policy in place prior to the 23

enactment of DADT. 24
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(2) Such discharge characterization shall be so 1

changed if, with respect to the original discharge, 2

there were no aggravating circumstances, such as 3

misconduct, that would have independently led to a 4

discharge characterization that was any character-5

ization except honorable. For purposes of this para-6

graph, such aggravating circumstances may not in-7

clude— 8

(A) an offense under section 925 of title 9

10, United States Code (article 125 of the Uni-10

form Code of Military Justice), committed by a 11

covered member against a person of the same 12

sex with the consent of such person; or 13

(B) statements, consensual sexual conduct, 14

or consensual acts relating to sexual orientation 15

or identity, or the disclosure of such state-16

ments, conduct, or acts, that were prohibited at 17

the time of discharge but after the date of such 18

discharge became permitted. 19

(3) When requesting a review, a covered mem-20

ber, or their representative, shall be required to pro-21

vide either— 22

(A) documents consisting of— 23

(i) a copy of the DD–214 form of the 24

member; 25
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(ii) a personal affidavit of the cir-1

cumstances surrounding the discharge; and 2

(iii) any relevant records pertaining to 3

the discharge; or 4

(B) an affidavit certifying that the mem-5

ber, or their representative, does not have the 6

documents specified in subparagraph (A). 7

(4) If a covered member provides an affidavit 8

described in subparagraph (B) of paragraph (3)— 9

(A) the appropriate discharge board shall 10

make every effort to locate the documents speci-11

fied in subparagraph (A) of such paragraph 12

within the records of the Department of De-13

fense; and 14

(B) the absence of such documents may 15

not be considered a reason to deny a change of 16

the discharge characterization under subsection 17

(a)(2). 18

(c) REQUEST FOR REVIEW.—The appropriate dis-19

charge board shall ensure the mechanism by which covered 20

members, or their representative, may request to have the 21

discharge characterization of the covered member reviewed 22

under this section is simple and straightforward. 23

(d) REVIEW.— 24
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(1) IN GENERAL.—After a request has been 1

made under subsection (c), the appropriate dis-2

charge board shall review all relevant laws, records 3

of oral testimony previously taken, service records, 4

or any other relevant information regarding the dis-5

charge characterization of the covered member. 6

(2) ADDITIONAL MATERIALS.—If additional 7

materials are necessary for the review, the appro-8

priate discharge board— 9

(A) may request additional information 10

from the covered member or their representa-11

tive, in writing, and specifically detailing what 12

is being requested; and 13

(B) shall be responsible for obtaining a 14

copy of the necessary files of the covered mem-15

ber from the member, or when applicable, from 16

the Department of Defense. 17

(e) CHANGE OF CHARACTERIZATION.—The appro-18

priate discharge board shall change the discharge charac-19

terization of a covered member to honorable if such change 20

is determined to be appropriate after a review is conducted 21

under subsection (d) pursuant to the criteria under sub-22

section (b). A covered member, or the representative of 23

the member, may appeal a decision by the appropriate dis-24
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charge board to not change the discharge characterization 1

by using the regular appeals process of the board. 2

(f) CHANGE OF RECORDS.—For each covered mem-3

ber whose discharge characterization is changed under 4

subsection (e), or for each covered member who was hon-5

orably discharged but whose DD–214 form reflects the 6

sexual orientation of the member, the Secretary of Defense 7

shall reissue to the member or their representative a re-8

vised DD–214 form that reflects the following: 9

(1) For each covered member discharged, the 10

Separation Code, Reentry Code, Narrative Code, and 11

Separation Authority shall not reflect the sexual ori-12

entation of the member and shall be placed under 13

secretarial authority. Any other similar indication of 14

the sexual orientation or reason for discharge shall 15

be removed or changed accordingly to be consistent 16

with this paragraph. 17

(2) For each covered member whose discharge 18

occurred prior to the creation of general secretarial 19

authority, the sections of the DD–214 form referred 20

to paragraph (1) shall be changed to similarly reflect 21

a universal authority with codes, authorities, and 22

language applicable at the time of discharge. 23

(g) STATUS.— 24
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(1) IN GENERAL.—Each covered member whose 1

discharge characterization is changed under sub-2

section (e) shall be treated without regard to the 3

original discharge characterization of the member, 4

including for purposes of— 5

(A) benefits provided by the Federal Gov-6

ernment to an individual by reason of service in 7

the Armed Forces; and 8

(B) all recognitions and honors that the 9

Secretary of Defense provides to members of 10

the Armed Forces. 11

(2) REINSTATEMENT.—In carrying out para-12

graph (1)(B), the Secretary shall reinstate all rec-13

ognitions and honors of a covered member whose 14

discharge characterization is changed under sub-15

section (e) that the Secretary withheld because of 16

the original discharge characterization of the mem-17

ber. 18

(h) DEFINITIONS.—In this section: 19

(1) The term ‘‘appropriate discharge board’’ 20

means the boards for correction of military records 21

under section 1552 of title 10, United States Code, 22

or the discharge review boards under section 1553 23

of such title, as the case may be. 24
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(2) The term ‘‘covered member’’ means any 1

former member of the Armed Forces who was dis-2

charged from the Armed Forces because of the sex-3

ual orientation of the member. 4

(3) The term ‘‘discharge characterization’’ 5

means the characterization under which a member 6

of the Armed Forces is discharged or released, in-7

cluding ‘‘dishonorable’’, ‘‘general’’, ‘‘other than hon-8

orable’’, and ‘‘honorable’’. 9

(4) The term ‘‘Don’t Ask Don’t Tell’’ means 10

section 654 of title 10, United States Code, as in ef-11

fect before such section was repealed pursuant to the 12

Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell Repeal Act of 2010 (Public 13

Law 111–321). 14

(5) The term ‘‘representative’’ means the sur-15

viving spouse, next of kin, or legal representative of 16

a covered member. 17

(i) REPORTS.— 18

(1) REVIEW.—The Secretary of Defense shall 19

conduct a review of the consistency and uniformity 20

of the reviews conducted under this section. 21

(2) REPORTS.—Not later than 270 days after 22

the date of the enactment of this Act, and each year 23

thereafter for a 4-year period, the Secretary shall 24

submit to Congress a report on the reviews under 25
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subsection (a). Such reports shall include any com-1

ments or recommendations for continued actions. 2

SEC. 804. HISTORICAL REVIEW OF DISCHARGES FROM THE 3

ARMED FORCES DUE TO SEXUAL ORIENTA-4

TION. 5

The Secretary of each military department shall en-6

sure that oral historians of the department— 7

(1) review the facts and circumstances sur-8

rounding the estimated 100,000 members of the 9

Armed Forces discharged from the Armed Forces 10

between World War II and September 2011 because 11

of the sexual orientation of the member; and 12

(2) receive oral testimony of individuals who 13

personally experienced discrimination and discharge 14

because of the actual or perceived sexual orientation 15

of the individual so that such testimony may serve 16

as an official record of these discriminatory policies 17

and their impact on American lives.
